Autoists’ Attitude Given 


Credit For Fewer Deaths 


Increased cooperation on the part of motorists, additional;Mbout $50,000 To Be Spent 
highway patrolmen to watch the drivers, road conditions and 
other factors were given credit today by Captain Frank J, Free- 
man for a decrease in the number of persons killed in traffic 
accidents in the county this year. 


Thirty persons have been killed 
in San Bernardino county so far 
this year while during 1937 the 
total reached to 111. If the spirit 
of caution prevails throughout the 
year the death toll may be con- 
siderably less than 100, according 
to the official. 

“More deaths occurred last year 
on Valley boulevard, listed as high- 
way 99, and on the desert route 
listed as highway 66, than on other 
highways,” head of the San Ber- 
nardino county unit of the Cali- 
fornia Highway Patrol declared. 
We have three more mgn than a 
those routes more than formerly. 
We have three more men that a 
year ago and are able to cover 
more territory. Valley boulevard 
carries the bulk of the truck traf- 


On the desert route speeders, 
losing control of their cars, figur- 
ed in many accidents, according 
to the records. An additional pa- 
trolman in that area is believed 
responsible for less recklessness. 

Road conditions have been poor- 
er as the result of the March flood 
and that fact has caused motor- 
ists to be more careful, Mr. Free- 
man said. He also credited the 
traffic schools, the various news- 
paper safety campaigns and gen- 
eral education as being respons- 
ible for a greater regard by motor- 
ists for the other fellow.

AUDITORIUM COMES 


Special Support Is Built To 
Give Added Strength tc 
Chaffey Projec: 


{ 

Eighty-seven tons of steel to be} 
used to support the balcony of the; 
new Chaffey auditorium now un- 
der construction, arrived this 


of a huge girder, 110 fegt and 4 
inches long. It was escorted by 
motorcycle police from the Con- 
solidated Steel Co. in Los Angeles 
to Chaffey. It was brought in the! 
early morning because its size and| 
the elaborate hauling equipment 
made it necessary to avoid traffic. 

A crew of 10 men will hoist it 
into place sometime Thursday or 
Friday. It will rest on two steel 
columns placed 18 feet from the 
side walls of the auditorium and 
constructed to hold a weight of 
1,700,000 pounds each. The total 
dead weight which the balcony will 
be capable of supporting after its 
completion will be 600,000 pounds. 
The seating capacity of this sec- 
tion of the auditorium is 642 per- 
sons. 

According to Fred Burley, build- 
ing inspector, this is one of the 
largest girders in any public build- 
ing in the Chaffey district. A 
Special arrangement. of hollow 
pockets, seven inches deep, and 
turnbuckles under each end of the 
beam takes up any possible de- 
flection, Thus the weight of the 
balcony is distributed evenly along 
the arc and the tendency is for! 


the beam to be cambered instead of | 


concave. This system of con: 
struction adds materially to the 
safety factor of the completed 
structure.
